time;  anil  I  am  per»uadcil  that,  with  the  means  we  iiavc,  assisted  hy  the  natives, 
we  could  fill  our  co;il  Imnkers  m  from  111  to  II  days. 

The  natives  are  a  fine  race  of  moi,  and  appear  industrious  and  friendly,  but 
much  addicteil  to  thieving.

niul  (luring  tlio  snusun  almost  inipmcticulili-. 

TluTc  are  a  ffw  families  settled  on  plains  on  this  ronte,  and  the  Anurii ans  are 
forcing  tlieinsclvcH  as  far  north  as  Pni;tt  s  Smind.  Durin;;  our  Iravi'ls  \\v  met 
five  families  on  their  ronle  to  the  prairii's  in  that  \iiinily. 

There  is  a  (iettlemrnt  of  aliont  !)()  Canadian  fainiiit'*  on  tlic  Cow  lit/  Uivcr,  whrrc 
the  I'ufret's  Sound  Company  have  aliout  1,000  ai'ns  of  i^Tonnd  undiT  tultivation. 

'Iliis  farm  is  situated  ahout  I).')  miles  from  the  (  ()liind)ia. 

The  course  of  the  Cowlitz  is  rapid,  and  in  hi>;h  water  danjiiroiis,  hut  prescntin;^ 
no  ohstacles  that  are  not  overcome  by  the  energy  and  perseveranee  of  the  Canadian 
hoatmeii. 

A  sniall  estahlishment  has  been  formed  at  the  mouth  of  th  ,•  Cowlii/;  River  as  a 
stori'  fur  whiat,  v'v.c..  which  the  Huilscui's  IJay  (Company  export  in  lar;,'e  ipiaiitilies 
to  the  IJussiiui  M'tllcnient  atSilka  and  to  the  Sandwich  Islaml.s. 

The  acioinpiinyini;  account  of  tlic  pupiihilion  of  the  Indian  tribes  has  been 
eompiled  with  };rcal  care  from  the  best  luitliurilics  «e  could  obtain,  and  from  the 
tradinjx  lists  lent  us  hy  the  kindness  of  the  Ljentlenu  n  in  chaij,'e  of  the  Hudson's 
I!ay  Coinpany. 

The  Indians  of  Puf;et's  Sound  and  the  Straits  of  De  Kiica,  also  those  further 
to  tlie  north,  appear  to  lie  more  numerous  than  those  of  the  iiiti  rior,  and  cultivate 
lar;i;e  rjuantitles  of  potatoes,  Ac.  for  their  own  use,  and  to  barter  with  the  vessels 
frccpicntiiiLi  the  coast. 

They  are  not  so  cleanly  as  the  Indians  ol'  the  prairi;  s.  nor  are  ihey  so  brave  or 
warlike  ;  many  of  the  bitti  i  tribes  are  a  very  tine  rai  e  of  men,  and  possess  l.ir;,'C 
herds  ot  cattle  and  imim  use  iiunibers  ot  hnrses. 

In  llie  111  if.'libi]urliood  t)f  Walla-NV alia  individual  Indians  were  pointed  out  to 
lis  who  (,Mied  more  than  1 ,000  horses. 

Slavi  ry  is  comnion  with  all  the  tribes,  and  he  who  possesses  most  slaves  and 
the  largest  nuiiiber  of  horses  is  eonsidenil  the  greatest  chief. 

'J'lie  Indians  of  the  North  are  sonu.liUKs  troiiblesoiiie,  but  those  ol  the  Co- 
lunibia  are  a  i|iiiet,  iiiotlt  iisive,  but  very  superstitious  race.  To  tlli^  lust  cause 
may  be  traced  their  (juarrels  with  the  white  man  and  with  one  aiiothc  r. 

rhry  an-  well  aimed  v\itli  ntles,  muskets,  I'^c,  but,  troni  policy,  tliev  are  much 
stinted  by  the  lliid-nii's  Hay  Ciiiuuiuy  in  ainmuniiion. 

The  liidiau  liibcv  do  not  remain  upon  the  same  ijround  durinir  the  whole  vear. 
In  the  suiiiiner  tiny  icort  to  the  principal  rivers  and  the  sea-coast,  wlicn'  they 
take  and  hjy  In  l.r;.'e  ipiantilies  ol'  salmon.  &c.,  t'or  their  winter  consumption, 
reliiiu:,'  to  the  siii.illtr  ri\ers  of  the  iiitermr  doriii;:;  the  lold  season. 

Neitlur  tlie  lin.uan  Catholic  nor  .\lethuilist  missionaries  hive  done  niu>  h 
towards  rec  laiiiira;j  the  Indi.iii  )ii.pidalioii,  who  are  an  idle,  di^snlute  race,  aii(| 
very  few  of  iheiii  lau  be  induced  tu  eliaiitjc  tin  ir  mode  of  life,  or  cultiva'e  more 
than  will  absolutely  keep  them  from  starvation. 

The  total  abolition  i>f  the  .»ale  ol  intoxii  atinj;  liipiors  has  done  much  for  the 
pood  of  the  whole  eommnnity,  white  pojiulalion  as  well  as  Indian  ;  and  so  Ion;;  as 
this  ahhtinence  (which  can  hardly  be  called  voluntarv)  coutinni's,  the  country 
will  pro.-per.  \\  hen  this  |iroliibition  is  witlidiavMi,  and  the  intircour^e  with  the 
world  thrown  open,  sue  h  is  tin  character  of  the  dissolute  and  only  partially 
reformed  American  and  Canadian  scttUr.^,  that  (  vtry  evil  must  be  anticipated', 
and  the  unfortunate  Indian  will  be  tlio  lirst  lu  sutler.
